transfer , 

2. (Previously presented) The system of claim 1 wherein the verbal comprises an infinitive of 
"attach". 

3. (Previously presented) The system of claim 2 wherein the infinitive has an adjectival-use 
form. 

4 (Previously presented) The system of claim 3 wherein the infinitive has an active voice. 
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5. (Previously presented) The system of claim 4 wherein the text comprises "find file to attach". 

6. (Previously presented) The system of claim 3 wherein the infinitive has a passive voice. 

7. (Previously presented) The system of claim 6 wherein the text comprises "find file to be 
attached". 

8. (Previously presented) The system of claim 2 wherein the infinitive has a noun-use form. 

9. (Previously presented) The system of claim 8 wherein the infinitive has an active voice.

1 1 . (Previously presented) The system of claim 8 wherein the infinitive has a passive voice* 

12. (Previously presented) The system of claim 1 1 wherein the text comprises "find file which is 
to be attached".

15. (Previously presented) The system of claim 14 wherein the text comprises "find file you 
want to attach".

17. (Previously presented) The system of claim 16 wherein the text comprises "find file you 
want to be attached".

"attach".

27. (Currently amended) A web-based email system for use in el e ctronic - ally transferring a file, 
the system comprising: 

a graphical user interface (GUI) associated with a w e b - bas e d e mail- syst e m - hosted by 
[[a]] an email web server, the GUI comprising: 

a first user-selectable button having associated text therein that includes "Find 

File to Attach", the first user-selectable button to initiate a file browser of 
an operating system to select a file ; 

a list to display se lected one or more files to attach , the list including the selected 
file; and 

a second user-selectable button having associated text therein that includes 

"Attach Files", the second user-selectable button to initiate attaching to an 
email message one or more sel e cted fil e s found u s mg the file browser the 
selected o ne or more files displayed in the list for subsequent electronic 
transfer. 

28. (Currently amended) A method of electronically transferring a file, the method comprising: 
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providing a first user-selectable button having associated text that includes a verbal of 

"attach" via a graphical user interface (GUI) associated with a web-based email 

system hosted by an email web server ; 
in response to receiving a user selection of the first user-selectable button, initiating a 

g raphical user interface (GUI) GUI element to find at least one select a file to 

attach to [[a]] an electronic message , wherein the GU I-i s- a ss ociated with-a-web- 

bas e d -email system hosted by web s e rver ; 
receiving arso l o cti o n of a the selected file via the GUI from the GUI element; 
displaying a list of one or more files to attack the list including the s elected file; 
providing a second user-selectable button having associated text that includes an 

imperative for "attach" via the GUI: and 
in res ponse to receiving a user selection of the second user-selectable button, uploading 

the selected fil e one or more files displayed in the list to the email web server for 

subsequent electronic transfer. 

29. (Original) The method of claim 28 wherein the verbal comprises an infinitive of "attach". 

30. (Original) The method of claim 29 wherein the infinitive has an adjectival-use form, 

3 1 . (Original) The method of claim 30 wherein the infinitive has an active voice.

52. (Original) The method of claim 28 wherein the GUI element comprises a file browser of an 
operating system. 

(Original) The method of claim 28 wherein the text is included in a tag associated with the 
first user-selectable button. 

54. (Original) The method of claim 28 further comprising displaying the text in response to a 
mouse-over event associated with the first user-selectable button. 

55. (Original) The method of claim 28 further comprising audibly displaying the text 

56. (Currently amended) A co mput e r machine readable medium having com puter including 
instructions executable by a mach i ne i - n s tee t ie^ by a computer perform a 
method of interfacing with a user in order to achieve selection of a file for electronic transfer, the 
instructions causing the machine comprising instructions to: 

provide a first user-selectable button having associated text that includes a verbal of 

"attach" via a graphical user interface (GUI) ; 
in response to receiving a user selection of the first user-selectable button, initiate a 

graphical us er i nt er fac e (GUI) GUI element to [[find]] select at least one file to 

attach to [[a]] an electronic message;

for "attach" via the GUI; and 
in response to receiving a user selection of the second user-selectable button, attach the

(Previously presented) The system of claim 61, wherein in response to selection of the first 
user-selectable button, the Internet browser application opens a file browser associated with m 
operating system.

64. (Previously presented) The system of claim 27, wherein the GUI is rendered within an 
Internet browser application. 

65. (Previously presented) The system of claim 64, wherein in response to selection of the first 
user-selectable button the Internet browser application initiates the file browser of the operating 
system. 

66. (Previously presented) The system of claim 28, wherein the GUI is rendered within an 
Internet browser application. 

67. (Previously presented) The system of claim 66, wherein the GUI element comprises a file 
browser of an operating system. 

68. (New) The system of claim l s wherein the GUI includes a list box to display the selected one 
or more files to attach. 
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
